As_we enter, we, are saluted by .a Babel 


of voices, that reminda us. of,a class-room 
of noisy college students, waiting for .the 
advent of the professor.^ A-.group, of a 
hundred or more geuijernen—soft-hatted 
though cot soft-headed—with an unwonted 
proportion of k'een eyes and .long beards, 
are seated before tables, aud'each one talk- 
ing at the top of his voice. Some are 
cracking jokes. Others are eating apples. 
Others are shooting out in a jocular tone, 
" What's the price of gold to-day ?", ." Is 
it putty np or putty dpwri'?'' " Take your 
seat, Mr. \V——.": The Mr. W—- thus 
brusquely addressed,, is. the acting., presi- 
dent of the board, and for his daily four 
hours' labor he received the richly-earned 
salary of five thousand dollars. .While the 
younger and more volatile members are. 
indulging ,'n these jocularities, the veterans 
are solemnly pondering as to how .deeply 
they shrill go into "Delaware aud Hud- 
son," or into "Erie bonds,'' or poor old 
Virginia's insecure " securities." Each 
man has a stock:book before him, in which 
he enters the prices bid for the stocks as 
they are severally called. So accurate is 
the president's memory, that.he, announces 
each stock in its order without once refer-* 
rjng to the long printed list. 


At half-past ten he takes his place in a 


high-backed chair, with a miniature Amer- 
ican flag at the top. He raps to order, and 
commences by calling off the government 
securities. When he reaches some active 
speculative stock like "Pacific Mail" or 
".New York_Central railroad," then there 
is an explosion of excitement. Men leap 
to their feet, shouting vociferously, "That 
is my bid." " I will give seventy-five—sell- 
er three days." "Fifty for the lot," and a 
score of other exclamations. 
Fiugers are 


shaken at each other, or snapped to arrest 
attention. The loudest speaker is the best 
fellow. But above all this 'deafening roar, 
the commanding voico of the prdsid«nt is 
heard calling off the bids, and pronounc- 
ing the names and the terms of the several 
purchasers. 
What ia a roaring bedlam to 


us, is perfect order to him. He distinguish- 
es in a twinkling tne different"voice's" ges 
tares, aud utterances of thirty excited men, 
each shouting'at the top'of Ma" voice,, and 
with lightning-like rapidity of speech. Oc- 
casionally a dispute arises in this noisy me- 
leo as to the property of a purchaser. 
This is settled on the spot by a vote of the' 
board, and from this vote'there ia no ap- 
peal.

_ I waa greatly interested in watching the 


different well-known financiers as they play- 
ed their parts in the exciting game. Some 
sat quietly, and-but seldom ventured into 
the lists. Others were on their feet, with 
arma extended, and faces almost convulsed 
with excitement, through the whole hour of 
roar and tumult. 
To the left of the presi- 


dent sits the Ursa Major of the stock board 
—a well-known broker whom I need not 
name. -He sits very quiet 'now; but in 
former times- ho' used to shake the stock 
market with a rodv" As 'he listens to the 
various bids, the working of his" counte- 
nance reminds ma of Brougham in the 
house of lords'.' We once' saw him step 
out from his seat and snap his 6nger to- 
ward another broker, and called out, "I'll 
take your lot for thirty days." " Then," 
-whispered my friend, " by that single ope- 
ration,- fifty thousand dollars 
changed 


hands!' . Millions of money are tossed 
back and forth every day on that tempest 
of uproar; fortunes are won or are lost in 
a'single week. 


The mostreratiirkable things to us in the 


brokers board were the iuten'si'ty of excite- 
ment at certain' times under the'bidding for

The St. Louis Democrat publisheo an ad- 


dress to the representatives and people of 
the norlhwoat, asking their influence to pro- 
cure an net of congress pledging tho na- 
tion to bear n proportion of the expense of 
emancipating tho slaves of Missouri. This, 
of course, means the slaves of tho loyal 
paoplu of that atato, for, wo apprehend, the 
consent of the people of tho north can nev- 
er bo obtniued to pay a cent towards re- 
munerating disloyal slave-holders for the 
loan of their slaves. 


We, in common with all well-wishers of 


Missouri, would rejoice to sea that noble 
state free from the incubus of slavery ; and, 
although we do not believe that one man 
can own another, or have any valid claim 
whatever to his unpaid services, wo never- 
theless recognize the fuel that slavery ex 
5st3 there. It must also bo conceded that 
tho whole country is in a measure respon- 
sible for ita existence. As individuals we 
may havo always protested against its re- 
cognition by the national government, and 
insisted that congress should long ago have 
withdrawn all protection from the institu- 
tion. But we have been out-voted in this 
matter. Tho majority has tolerated and en- 
couraged the growth of this excrescence 
upon tho body of our nation. The evil is 
upon us, in some degree, as well aa upon 
Missouri, by the action of tho majority in 
the northern states. Wo are all bound to- 
gether aa ono nation, and wo must act as 
sensible and practical men in ridding our- 
selves of this national curse. 


The people of Missouri have, with an 


extraordinary unanimity considering the 
crisis that ia upon us, growiug out of a 
slaveholders' rebellion, elected an emanci- 
pation legislature, and a majority of mem- 
bers of congruas of a like sentiment. In 
tbo canvass, wo underotand that tbo eman- 
cipation party promised that compensation 
ohotild bo made to loyal masters; uud that 
in fact no emancipation can take placu iu 
that state, according to tho terms of its 
constitution, without compensation. This 
is n strong case in favor of voting national 
aid. If not now embraced, tho opportuni- 
ty may not occur again to tnako Missouri a 
freo state in many yenrs. Strongly op- 
posed as we aro to paying southern masters 
for thbir-slaves, ns a general principle, we 
are inclined to yield to this request from 
Miasouri, and concede that a portion of the 
expense may he borne by the nation. The 
sum required should, however, not be too 
large, and it ought to be made irrevocable 
nnd ctrtuin that no master who tma given 
nid to the southern rebellion should receive 
any part of tho national compeusation. 


U.viox GoKancasuKX rtiou LOUISIANA. — 


General George I1. Sheptey, military Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, ban iazued a proclama- 
tion, ordering an election in tbe first and 
second congressional districts of that state, 
for representatives in the present (thirty- 
seveiUb) congress of tbe United States. 


Governor Sbepley bases tho propriety of 


the election he has ordered on the fact that 
" a very largo majority of tbe citizens of the 
first nnd second congressional districts of 
the state, by taking tho oath of allegiance, 
have given evidence of their loyalty and 
obedience to the constitution and la wa of the 
United States." And among tbe objects 
to be gained by the election of a represent 
ntive in congress, Governor Shopley enu 
morales tbo exemption that will thereby be 
obtained from the effects of the President 
emancipation 
proclamation — "enabling 


them" (tho citizens), ho says, "to avail 
themselves of the benefits secured by the 
proclamation of the President of the Uni- 
ted Slate.* to the people of any state or 
part of a state who shall, on the first day of 
January next, be, in good faith, represent 
ed in tho congress of tho United States."

As wo indicated yesterday, the military 


authorities at Washington havo determin- 
ed to make a1 diverge* in a different quar- 
ter from that now occupied by tbe army of 
ttio Potomac. Tbe vaatness of this army, 
with its present contracted lines and strong 
positions, render it available for operation 
in various directions, according to the de- 
signs of tbQ Commander-in-chief, 
The fact 


that one of ouV-inost distinguished - gener- 
ala has expressed the opinion that to tako 
Richmond now, we must temporarily divert 
tho enemy's attention from his present for-, 
tified base of opcrat ons is, wo think, 
enough to warrant us in the belief that no 
immediate advance upon Richmond will bo 
mado from Fredoricksburg. The approach 
»s by water to tbe rebel capital are many, 
and so'good that wo near eel y know which 
might prove the most advantageous in case 
nn expedition like that which .failed on the 
Peninsula should once more bo sent against 
Richmond. The attractive baits to the reb- 
el leaders .to be found at tbe various points 
along the southern coast, are not alluring 
ouougb, and if coaxing wilj not bring them 
out in,their strength wo must BOO.what 
force will do. The question then occurs, 
from what point should tbe force be applied, 
and who shall ;<mako tho diversion? 
For 


euch n,demonstration wo havo a choice of 
three points eminently eligible. 1. By way. 
of tbo York river, landing at West Point, 
twenty miles below Richmond. 2. By way 
of the James river,,.lauding on tbe south 
bank, at tbo mouth of the. Appomattox, 
about twenty-five miles from Richmond, 
moving upon Port Wallhall, and threaten- 
ing tbo rebel capital from tiie rear, and cut- 
ting it off from railway comtuuniuation with 
the southern states. 3. Hy way of Suffolk,1 
through Nansumond, lalo of Wright, South- 
ampton, Sussex and Prince George coun- 
ties, along excellent roads, through a level, 
wcill-watared 
plain, 
seizing 
Ulandford 


Hoigbtg, overlooking Petersburg. This is 
a march of fifty-eight miles. In the latter 
movement we would havo the cover of gun- 
boats in the James river, if needed, and the 
privilege of landing reinforcomenta'as-high 
up us City Point, twelve miles below Peters- 
burg, and. Coggiu's Point, fourteen miles bu 
low that city.- Sucb a course'of proceeduro 
as the latter was designed for tbe army of 
the Potomac Inst spring, but was claimed 
to be impracticable from tha fact that the 
Merriiunc wad iu existence, and the James 
river wns not in our poosusaiou. 


A movement of thin kind would now pos- 


ness all tho grandeur of that mapped out 
for Gen McClellnn's last spring, without 
the great difficulties twhich impeded our 
progress and finally rendered our efforts fu- 
tile upon tlfb peninsula; Besides this, it 
would unshackle onr weak colutns on the 
coast, now threatened with destruction in 
detail, and render Washington entirely safe, 
aa it was no long.ai McUlellan prosecuted a 
(lank movement toward tbo rebel capital. 
From Petersburg a'oavalry expedition would 
bo necessary only to proceed west to Burkei- 
villc Juuutiun ol'tbe Tennessee and Dan- 
villa railroads, and destroy them bolb. It 
seems to ua that if Petersburg were once 
iu our hands, it would give us virtual pos- 
session of'the entire south', and forco Lee 
to tight his.unny either to extermination 
or submission, without any chance of retreat, 
or means ol obtaining supplies or reinforce- 
ments from the south and tiouthwest.. Such 
a magnificent diversion could now be made 
withautjweakening the army of the Poto 
mac, the expeti:',ion of Gen. Banks, or any 
other independent corps,' except, perhaps, 
that of Gen. Foster, in North Carolina, and 
it would have tbo effect to give ua a series 
of decisive victories, which would put an 
end to tbe rebellion before tho enlistment 
of our " nino months' volunteers" is out. 
This, or some other similar diversion, should 
be randc nt onco,i to render tbe capture of 
Richmond by Burnside certain.

As we indicated yesterday, the military 


authorities at Washington have determin- 
ed to make a diversiom in a different quar- 
ter from that now occupied by the army of 
the Potomac. The vastness of this army, 
with its present contracted lines and strong 
positions, render it available for operation 
in various directions, according to the de- 
signs of the commander-in-chief.

Richmond now, wa must temporarily divert 
the enemy's attention from his present for-, 
tified base of operations is, we think, 
enough to warrant us in the belief that no 
immediate advance upon Richmond will be 
made from Fre'dericksburg. The approach 
cis by water to the rebel capital are many, 
and so good that WB scarcely know which 
might prove the most advantageous in case 
nn expedition like that which failed on the 
Peninsula should once more bo sent against 
Richmond.

may have always protested against its re- 
cognition by the national government, and 
insisted that congress should long ago have 
withdrawn all protection from the institu- 
tion.

cipation party promised that compensation 
should be made to loyal masters; and that 
in fact no emancipation can take place in 
that state, according to the terms of its 
constitution, without compensation. This 
is a strong case in favor of voting national 
aid.

ty may not occur again to make Missouri a 
free state in many years.

posed as we are to paying southern masters 
for their.slaves, as a general principle, we 
are inclined to yield to this request from 
Missouri, and concede that a portion of the 
expense may ba borne by the nation.

A movement of this kind would now pos- 


sess all the grandeur of that mapped out 
for Gen McClellan's last spring, without 
the great difficulties which impeded our 
progress and finally rendered our efforts fu- 
tile°upon tEe peniusula. Besides this, it 
would unshackle onr weak colums on the 
coast, now threatened with destruction in 
detail, and render Washington entirely safe, 
aa it was so long as McUlellan prosecuted a 
flank movement toward the rebel capital. 
From Petersburg a cavalry expedition would 
bo necessary only to proceed west to Burkes- 
ville Junction of ths Tennessee and Dan- 
ville railroads, and destroy them both. 
It 


seems to us that if Petersburg were once 
in our hands, it would give us virtual pos- 
session of the entire south, and force Lee 
to fight his army either to extermination 
or submission, without any chance of retreat, 
or means of obtaining supplies or reinforce- 
ments from the south and nouthweBt.. Sueh 
a magnifieent diversion could now be made 
withou^we'afceninf? the army of the Poto 
mac, the expeJ:>.ion of Gen. Banks, or any 
other independeut corps, except perhaps, 
that of Gen. Foster, in North Carolina, and 
it would have the effect to give us a series 
of decisive victories, which would put an 
end to the rebellion before the enlistment 
of our " nine months' volunteers" is out.

SCBTKRUANEAN RAILROAD IS IiONDOX. 


A subterraueau railroad haa just, been open- 
ed in London. It runs from Victoria at., 
Holborn, to Paddington, and three and a 
half miles of the route are finished. The 
work consists of an eliptical tunnel, perfor- 
ated at tbe top at very short intervals for 
purposes of light and ventilationj and in its 
construction the engineers have witnessed 
a huge battle between science and sewer- 
aire. The complicated system of sewers 
through which the tunnel has passed bes 
caused grent trouble ; tbe wet still streams 
in on either side, aud the odor is anything 
but agreeable. 
Nevertheless by dint of se- 


vere application and a great deal of inge- 
nuity, the tunnel is rapidly becoming water- 
tight and sweet-smellmff, and on the exper- 
imental trip, three weeks since, six.hundred 
passengers passed through without suffer- 
ing material inconvenience. 


UNITED STATES NAVY.—Last year the 


number of vessels included in the United 
States navy register was only 89. The 
present number, including those now build- 
ing, is 386, of which 281 are steam and 
105 sailing vessels, and 52 are iron-clad. 
So rapid a growth was never witnessed in 
the- navy of any country, and the fact is a 
sufficient refutation of the slanders and 
slurs -which have been put on the n.avy de- 
partment for its alleged slowness.

and organized a " Marchnnta' Association" 
to supply tho demands of business with 
eafs and raliable currency. 0. J. Dearborn 
was called to the chair, and E. L. Diraock 
appointed secretary. Aftor some discus 
eion, Air. II. W. Collins submitted the fol- 
lowing plan and articles of association: 


1. This association shall be called thu 


Merchants Association of the City of Janes- 
villa.

bo to issue currency of denominations lead 
than ono dollar, redeemable in auma of one 
or more dollars in current funds. 


3. The officers of tho association sbatl 


consiat of a president, n secretary and a fi- 
nance committee of three, all of whom ahull 
bo members of the association. 


4. The duties of the president shall bo 


to preside at ull.meetings and to call special 
meeting*. 
The duties of the secretary 
vhall be to record tho minutes of the meet- 
ing*, and to countersign all tho currency 
issues of tho association, number nnd reg- 
istering tho sarao. It shall be the duty of 
tho ii nance cotuuiitteo to reeuho the cur- 
rency after registering and countersigning 
aud to place tbo aarao in the hands of ono 
Or more of the binka ot tho city for issue, 
to examine and pass ull accounts against 
the association and pay tho same from the 
funda of the association, to make such con- 
tracts with persui:<» m may bo ncceasary to 
carry oat the object of the association, and 
to examine and cancel utl redemptions of 
currency issued by thu association.

pledge themselves to receivo and pay out 
in their business transactions the currency 
issues of tho association, and that they w ~ 
not receive or pay out any other fractional 
currency, or change currency issued in tho 
city of Juneaville or elsewhere.

7. The money received for the currency 


issued by the association shall be and re- 
main tt fund to be used only for the pur- 
pc so of redeeming tho said currency, ex- 
cepting only so much thereof as may bu 
necessary to pay the expense of printing 
and couiileraiguiug the currency. 


8. Tho fiuuncu committee are hereby 


authorized to contract fur printing at a 
price not exceeding the aunt of one per 
centum, nud tho secretary ahull bo entitled 
to receive from the finance committee a 


_ sum not exceeding one per centum of tho 
"amount in dollars issued in full compensa- 
tion for hid services. 


9.' Tho accounts for printing and coun-

Organization of a Merchants' Associa- 
tion. 


Tha business men of this city, feeling 


the indispensable necessity of small changi 
in their daily business transactions, and anx 
ioua to avert the rapidly increasing evils ol 
the numerous checks and other substitutes 
forced into circulation, called a meeting at 
the •onncil room last Wednesday evening 
and organized a " Merchants' Association 
*o supply the demands of business with a 
safe and reliable currency. 0. J. Dearborn 
iras called to the chair, and E. L. Dimock 
appointed secretary. Aftar some . ciiacus 
uion, Mr. H. \V. Collins submitted the fol 
lowing plan and articles of association : 


1. This association shall be called the 


Merchants Association of the City of Janes- 
viile. 
. 


2. The object of this association shall 


be to issue currency of denominations less 
than one dollar, redeemable in sums of one 
or more dollars in current funds, 


3. The officers of the association shall 


consist of a president, a secretary and a fi- 
nance committee of three, all of whom ahull 
be members of the association, 


4. The duties of the president shall be
